Having been a sXe band interested in animal rights , we wanted to continue in 
that direction. Frontmen are really hard to find but Lecky was an obvious choice from 
seeing him front Voorhees. We were all amazed that he wanted to join ‘cos he lives in 

' Bradford , but he still manages to turn up every Sunday with his lunchbox and flask. 

’ Our new bass player is Phil , who we know from skating in Liverpool , he’s picked up 
all the songs really quickly and is eager to get out there and play as much as the rest of 
us. At the moment were just tryin’ to get our shit together so we can concentrate on all 
the new songs , which we have already written. Also we feel that the CD doesn’t 
represent us that well and playing live will give a better definition of our sound. 

’ 2) What were the reasons behind Chris and Foz leaving ?

| don't know about you, but I think hard dancing or violent dancing (however you wanna put it), 
is an essential part of todays hardcore scene. It's something that makes hardcore what it is. Ifa 
bands giving 100%, they expect some kinda reaction (preferably good). If you've got a band 
playing hard aggressive music, you have to expect a violent reaction- thus the pit is born. Like 
many others, I go to hardcore shows to check out cool bands and have a damn good time, and 
enjoy myself. Joining in the pit, is part of what makes hardcore shows so enjoyable, and 
different to any other gigs. 

What really winds me up though, are the people who stand near the pit, complain and push 
people about from the edge, just cause they don't enjoy dancing hard, or getting caught by the 
odd stray windmill. This should be expected really, if you ain't gonna join in stand away from 
the pit. If you stand in the middle of the dance floor, you've got to expect to get hurt. Another 
thing that annoys me, is that at every show you always get a group of macho hardman wannabe's, 
who don't understand what a pit is about. They use the pit as an excuse for a fight, and all they 
do is run about pushing, punching like it's some kinda fist fight, that aint what hardcore is. Even 
though it doesn't always look like it, the pit is a very positive place. It's about people getting 
together and having fun, doing windmills, pile ons etc, and helping out when someone falls 
down. At the end of the night every one goes home knowing they've had a good night out. | 
know that plenty of people have covered this subject before, but it just had to be done. Lets face 
it, hardcore shows just wouldn't be the same without it!
